Eman opened the commentary 
which was finished by Rabbi 
Dr. Mario Gurevich of the 
Temple Beth Israel, Aruba. 

“History has looked upon 
WWI and WWII where we saw 
a country that sacrificed its 
own young to secure the peace 
and freedom of other nations in 
this world,” Prime Minister 
Eman told the gathering. “It is 
this strong commitment to 
peace and liberty for mankind 
that has brought even greater 
sorrow to see the United States 
become victim to violence and 
terror on 9/11. It is with this 
sense of respect for those that 
loved life on that day; it is with 
this sense of respect and com¬ 
mitment for the families that 
endured the loss of loved ones 
and a sense of love for those 
heroes who went into a build¬ 
ing on fire...and made the 
greatest sacrifice you can make 
for another.. .It is with a sense 
of grief we remember 9/11, but 
with a shared hope, a shared 
commitment that if we would 
work together, become more 
tolerant people.. .create a fiber 
of solidarity of love, those in¬ 
visible lines would secure the 
type of social fiber we need in 
our own country and countries 
around the world.” 

Fire Commissioner de Cuba 
particularly singled out the 
first-responders and reminded 


dealing with 

the effects of what happened,” 
he commented, “and I see on 
social media today people are 
asking each other “where were 
you then?” To me, this is not 
important. “What have you 
done since that day?” Nearly 
3000 civilians lost their lives 
that day and over 400 first re¬ 
sponders in only an hour and a 
half. If that doesn’t change 
your life, then we are doing 
something wrong.” 

Fire Chief de Cuba also 
mentioned how honored local 
firefighters are when some of 
those first-responders on 9/11 
stop by the station to shake 
hands and tell their stories. “It 
is not easy, bringing those sto¬ 
ries forward, but we need to 
live with this. Before that day 
we did not realize how impor¬ 
tant our freedom was, but since 
that day, everything has 
changed.” 

Deputy Police Commis¬ 
sioner Hassell declared she 
stood before the gathering 
“with mixed feelings, due to 
the fact that we are united here 
to commemorate a day when 
something deeply disturbing 
happened in the U.S.... Fami¬ 
lies were wounded, friends 


were wounded, a nation was 
wounded -the whole world 
was wounded. At the same 
time we commemorate the 
strength and desire to live that 
was also expressed that day.” 
She recounted how she again 
felt the astonishment, horror 
and pain while watching the 
documentary “102 Minutes,” 
and is certain she shared it with 
millions reliving that day. 

Cliff Faldman lamented the 
innocent lives lost and the loss 
of “our freedom and inno¬ 
cence.” In memory of the 
“brave firefighters and police 
who gave their lives on 9/11” 
he rang a fire bell 5 times in a 
series of 5 for the 5555 on the 
commemorative firebox. 

Just before completing the 
ceremony with the ringing of 
the fire bell, Rabbi Dr. Mario 
Guravich spoke on the new 
face of evil in these times, and 
recognizing it as such. His ad¬ 
dress in full is recounted in a 
separate article. 

Those attending the morn¬ 
ing’s 9/11 Memorial made it a 
point to say “Thank you” to all 
Aruban first responders who 
came to pay tribute to their 
fallen comrades in arms.

A 9/11 message from Rabbi Dr. Mario Gurevich 



Many touching, poignant 
words were spoken during 
Aruba’s 9/11 commemorative 
service performed on Sunday 
morning, but Rabbi Dr. Mario 
Gurevich’s thought-provoking 
comments on the nature of 
modern day evil deserve ac¬ 
knowledgment and defy para¬ 
phrasing. Here is his speech: 

“And there was evening 
and morning, ten years worth, 
and the world is still unformed 
and void, with darkness over 
the face of the deep. 

For all the politics, bombs 
and battles in the wake of Sept. 
11, 2001, what strikes the 
mourners is a more personal 
and sensual vacancy, the ab¬ 
sence of touch and sight and 
voice, a severing of personal 
histories. 

How could one human do 
this to another? I ask the ques¬ 
tion, but I don't have an an¬ 
swer. 

We have to recognize that 
absolute evil exists, and it must 
be fought. 

This is a difficult task for a 
multicultural and free society 
that is encumbered with a 
broad definition of "tolerance." 
The media, universities and 
politically correct pundits de¬ 
clare that everyone is right and 
there are no absolutes. 


Actually, this is a distorted 
definition of tolerance. Toler¬ 
ance means a commitment to 
working out disagreements 
through mutual understanding 
and discussion, not violence. 

So let us be clear: To mur¬ 
der innocent people is evil — 
absolutely. To terrorize is evil 
— absolutely. This is true 
whether the perpetrator is 
white, black or yellow, Chris¬ 
tian, Jew or Moslem. 

We cannot fight evil if there 
is no evil. Evil must be called 
evil — throughout the media, 
government and in public dis¬ 
course. 

And in order to defeat evil, 
we have to be dedicated to 
"good," as fiercely as our ene¬ 
mies are dedicated to "evil." 

In 1861, with civil war rag¬ 
ing, Abraham Lincoln united 
Americans in a day of prayer. 

We all yearn to see evil de¬ 
feated. So we turn to our lo¬ 
ving Father and ask Him to 
guide us in the proper course 
of action, and to oversee its 
success. Surely our God has 
the power to get this done. 

Action must go hand-in- 
hand with prayer. Action 
shows that your prayer is se¬ 
rious. 

In our individual lives, 
when faced with a crisis of 


health, wealth, success or ag¬ 
gravation, at the same time that 
we pray, we act. Nobody 
would dream of asking God 
for a good job and then sitting 
down to wait for a knock on 
the door. 

In crisis times, what action 
shall we take? How can we 
begin to make a difference? 

Spread clarity. Educate oth¬ 
ers about A true definition: A 
terrorist is anyone who pur¬ 
posely harms innocent civilians. 
Finally, we have to close ranks. 
The entire civilized world has to 
be completely united in this 
struggle for survival. 

But around what will we 
unite? 

A profound tool for unity is 
the concept of monotheism. 
Any human who believes in a 
loving, all-powerful God — the 
basis of Judaism, Christianity 
and Islam — also believes in a 
God Who wants mankind to 
live in peace and brotherhood. 

At this decisive time in 
world history — as the forces of 
evil try to divide and terrorize 
us into submission — each of 
us should turn to the Universal 
God, Creator of us all. We ask 
for the courage, wisdom and 
dedication to enable us to win 
this struggle against the evil 
scourge of terrorism. 


In truth, if ever there were a 
time when the saying, "actions 
speak louder than words," was 
appropriate, this would seem 
to be it. 

Certainly the actions of the 
heroes in the Herculean rescue 
effort, speak volumes about 
the value of human life., .and 
death. And certainly the ac¬ 
tions of the thousands who 
waited in lines for hours to do¬ 
nate blood, speak clearly about 
caring for one's fellow man or 
woman. 

But cataclysmic events also 
call for actions of a different 
strain. Actions of a very per¬ 


sonal nature 

We can ask more of our¬ 
selves. We can demand of our¬ 
selves that we stay truly 
human, living with the ongo¬ 
ing awareness of the sacred 
soul God has breathed into 
each of us. 

May the memory of all the 
victims and heroes of 9/11 live 
forever in the Holy Sanctuary 
of the hearts of all men of good 
will, and inspire us to serve 
God and his Creation in truth, 
goodness and peace. Amen”

Dutch probing Iranian 
hacker's claims 


Arctic ice cover hits historic 
low: scientists 


THE HAGUE (AFP) - The 
Dutch government is investi¬ 
gating claims by a suspected 
Iranian hacker that he falsified 
Internet security certificates at 
a Dutch company, a govern¬ 
ment spokesman said. 

"We are investigating all 
leads " Dutch Safety and Jus¬ 
tice Ministry spokesman Ed¬ 
mond Messchaert told AFP, 
referring to an interview pub¬ 
lished on Dutch public broad¬ 
caster NOS's website. 

In the interview, a hacker 
claiming to be a 21-year-old 
Iranian student identified only 
by the name "Sun Ich", said he 
was responsible for the breach 
at DigiNotar, through which 
some 531 Internet security cer¬ 
tificates were falsified in July. 

The false Internet security 
certificates, also known as 
SSLs, were then used in an ap¬ 
parent attempt to snoop on 
Google users in Iran. 

"I carried out the hack com¬ 
pletely on my own, from start 
to end," Sun Ich was quoted as 
saying. "When I got the certifi¬ 
cates I brought certain people 
in Iran up to speed. It looks 
like they then used the infor¬ 
mation." 


The Dutch secret service 
this week opened an investiga¬ 
tion to determine who falsified 
the SSLs, the Dutch govern¬ 
ment said. 

The probe was launched a 
day after Internet security spe¬ 
cialist company Fox-IT said 
hackers had falsified hundreds 
of Internet security certificates 
through DigiNotar. 

The hacker told journalists 
he was a supporter of President 
Mahmoud Ahmadinej ad's gov¬ 
ernment and decided to target 
the Netherlands to punish it for 
the "fall of Srebrenica" and 
anti-Islam statements by Dutch 
far-right politician Geert 
Wilders. 

A contingent of Dutch sol¬ 
diers serving with the United 
Nations were charged with 
protecting civilians in the 
"safe" enclave of Srebrenica, 
eastern Bosnia, in 1995, but 
were humiliatingly overrun by 
Bosnian Serb forces under 
Ratko Mladic. 

The following day, thou¬ 
sands of Bosnian Muslim men 
were captured or surrendered 
before almost 8,000 were exe¬ 
cuted in the worst atrocity in 
Europe since World War II. 



PARIS (AFP) - The area cov¬ 
ered by Arctic sea ice reached 
its lowest point this week since 
the start of satellite observa¬ 
tions in 1972, German re¬ 
searchers announced. 

"On September 8, the ex¬ 
tent of the Arctic sea ice was 
4.240 million square kilome¬ 
tres (1.637 million square 
miles). This is a new historic 
minimum," said Georg Heyg- 
ster, head of the Physical 
Analysis of Remote Sensing 
Images unit at the University 
of Bremen’s Institute of Envi¬ 
ronmental Physics. 

The new mark is about half- 
a-percent under his team’s 
measurements of the previous 
record, which occurred on 
September 16, 2007, he said.

According to the US Na¬ 
tional Snow and Ice Data Cen¬ 
ter (NSIDC), the record set on 
that date was 4.1 million sq km 
(1.6 sq mi). The discrepancy, 
Heygster explained by phone, 
was due to slightly different 
data sets and algorithms. 

Arctic ice cover plays a crit¬ 
ical role in regulating Earth's 
climate by reflecting sunlight 
and keeping the polar region 
cool. 

Retreating summer sea ice - 
- 50 percent smaller in area than 
four decades ago — is described 
by scientists as both a measure 
and a driver of global warming, 
with negative impacts on a 
local and planetary scale. 

It is also further evidence of 
a strong human imprint on cli¬ 
mate patterns in recent 
decades, the researchers said. 

"The sea ice retreat can no 
more be explained with the 
natural variability from one 
year to the next, caused by 
weather influence," Heygster 
said in an statement released 
by the university. 

"Climate models show, 
rather, that the reduction is re¬ 
lated to the man-made global 
warming which, due to the 
albedo effect, is particularly 
pronounced in the Arctic." 

Albedo increases when an 
area once covered by reflective 
snow or ice — which bounces 
80 percent of the Sun's radia¬ 
tive force back into space — is 
replaced by deep blue sea, 
which absorbs the heat instead. 

Temperatures in the Arctic 
region have risen more than 
twice as fast as the global av¬ 
erage over the last half century.

The Arctic ice cover has also 
become significantly thinner in 
recent decades, though it is not 
possible to measure the shrink¬ 
age in thickness as precisely as 
for surface area, the statement 
said. Satellite tracking since 
1972 shows that the extent of 
Arctic sea ice is dropping at 
about 11 percent per decade. 

NSIDC director Mark Ser- 
reze has said that summer ice 
cover could disappear entirely 
by 2030, leaving nothing but 
heat-trapping "blue ocean." 

The NSIDC likewise moni¬ 
tors Arctic ice cover on a daily 
basis, but has not announced 
record-low ice cover. Data 
posted on its website as only 
covered the period through 
September 6. 

By last week, it said, sea ice 
is almost completely gone 
from the channels of the 
Northwest Passage. The south¬ 
ern route — also known as 
Amunden's Route — was also 
ice free, as was the Northern 
Sea Route along Siberia. 

But even as the thaw opens 
shipping lanes, it disrupts the 
lives and livelihoods of indige¬ 
nous peoples, and poses a se¬ 
vere threat to fauna, including 
polar bears, ice seals and wal¬ 
ruses, conservation groups say. 

"This stunning loss of Arc¬ 
tic sea ice is yet another wake- 
up call that climate change is 
here now and is having devas¬ 
tating effects around the 
world," said Shaye Wolf, cli¬ 
mate science director at the 
Center for Biological Diversity 
in San Francisco. 

The last time the Arctic was 
uncontestably free of summer¬ 
time ice was 125,000 years 
ago, during the height of the 
last major interglacial period, 
known as the Eemian. 

Air temperatures in the Arc¬ 
tic were warmer than today, 
and sea level was also four to 
six metres (13 to 20 feet) 
higher because the Greenland 
and Antarctic Ice Sheets had 
partly melted. 

Global average tempera¬ 
tures today are close to the 
maximum warmth seen during 
the Eemian.

Weight Watchers 
works in tackling 
obesity: study 



PARIS (AFP) - Adults re¬ 
ferred to the commercial 
weight loss programme 
Weight Watchers shed twice 
as much weight as people who 
received standard care over a 
12-month period, according to 
a study published this week. 

In clinical trials, re¬ 
searchers led by Susan Jebb of 
the UK Medical Research 
Council assessed 772 over¬ 
weight and obese adults in 
Australia, Germany, and 
Britain. 

About half the patients re¬ 
ceived a year's standard care, 
while the other half were 
given a 12-month free mem¬ 
bership for a Weight Watchers 
group near their homes. 

Sixty-one percent of the 
participants assigned to the 
commercial programme com¬ 
pleted it, while 51 percent of 
the "standard care" group fin¬ 
ished their programme. 

Overall, individuals in 


Weight Watchers lost 
around twice as 
much weight as did 
those in the other 
group, a mean loss of 
5.1 kilograms versus 
2.2. Among those 
who stuck with either 
programme to the 
end, the figures were 
6.7 against 3.3 kg, re¬ 
spectively. 

Participants ran¬ 
domised to Weight 
Watchers were also 
more than three times 
as likely to lose at 
least five percent of 
their bodyweight, 
said the study, pub¬ 
lished in The Lancet. 

Weight Watchers 
offers weekly weigh¬ 
ing and group support. It also 
promotes a balanced, reduced- 
energy diet along with in¬ 
creased physical activity. 

Primary care providers — 
sometimes nurses, sometimes 
doctors — generally offer 
weight-loss treatment in line 
with national guidelines, but 
vary in the level of supervi¬ 
sion. 

"The similar weight losses 
achieved in Australia, Ger¬ 
many, and the UK implies that 
this commercial programme, 
in partnership with primary 
care providers, is a robust in¬ 
tervention that is generalisable 
to other economically devel¬ 
oped countries," the re¬ 
searchers concluded. 

The researchers empha¬ 
sised the important role of 
family doctors and primary 
health-care providers in giv¬ 
ing advice, and in making re¬ 
ferrals to commercial 
weight-loss programmes. 


Venezuela’s Chavez turns to shamans 
to fight cancer

CARACAS (AFP) - Shamans 
from tribes in Venezuela's 
Amazon jungle held a cere¬ 
mony at the Miraflores presi¬ 
dential palace on week-end to 
help Venezuelan President 
Hugo Chavez recover from his 
cancer treatment. 

Chavez, who insists that he 
was "not sick but recovering" 
from cancer, greeted the 
shamans wearing a track suit in 
the colors of the Venezuelan na¬ 
tional flag and wore a crown of 
feathers the visitors gave him. 

Members of the Yekuana, 
Jivi and Wayuu communities 
danced, sang and prayed as 
they invoked their ancestors to 
protect the Venezuelan leader. 

The ritual was aimed at 


protecting Chavez "against en¬ 
emies and bad health," said 
Miguel Morales, a shaman 
from the Jivi community. 

Chavez thanked the 
shamans for the crown of 
feathers. "I consider it sacred 
and will keep it for my whole 
life," Chavez told them. 

"The cancer was removed, 
and with the power of god and 
all the gods it has gone and 
will never return," said 
Chavez, 57. 

Chavez underwent surgery 
in Cuba in June to remove a 
tumor in his pelvic area., since 
the operation Chavez has lim¬ 
ited his public appearances, 
lost weight and lost most of his 
hair from his cancer treatment.

Local Consumer Rights brought into Focus 


ORANJESTAD - Aruban 
law describes a consumer as 
a physical person not acting 
in name of his profession or 
business. Whereas the law 
defines the seller as an indi¬ 
vidual acting in name of his 
profession or business. An 
agreement between a seller 
and a buyer the law calls a 
consumer sales agreement. 

The Consumer and 
his rights: 

The sale by a consumer is 
an agreement in which the 
law stipulates the rights and 
obligations of both the buyer 
and seller. 

The law takes the position 


that the seller is the expert 
party at the moment of sign¬ 
ing a contract between seller 
and consumer. As such, the 
law strives to place its atten¬ 
tion and protection on the 
consumer as the weaker party 
in a consumer agreement. 
The law covers the rights of 
the consumer. The rights of 
the consumer covers, in prin¬ 
ciple, the law regarding pur¬ 
chases, and at the same time 
it also covers general condi¬ 
tions, product guarantee, de¬ 
ceptive promotions, sale of 
household products and un¬ 
fair competition. 

In Aruba, the rights of the 
consumer exists only as sub¬ 


stantive rights. The formal 
procedure for making the law 
comply is not yet effective. 
Hence, with the exception of 
the courts, which can be 
rather expensive, Aruba does 
not have a rapid and simple 
impartial organisation to ad¬ 
dress a dispute between a 
consumer and seller. The 
Minister of Economic and 
Social Affairs is currently 
evaluating the possibilities 
for change. She is revising 
the laws to enact changes 
with respect to our situation 
and hopes to introduce the 
necessary tools that would ul¬ 
timately benefit the con¬ 
sumer. 


With respect to formal 
complaints, Aruba has the 
CAS Foundation and the Of¬ 
fice for Rental and Consumer 
Affairs (BHC). The CAS 
Foundation (Aruban Con¬ 
sumers Group) has one pri¬ 
mary objective...to defend 
and promote the interests of 
the consumer in the broadest 
sense of the word. 

The Bureau of the Rental 
and Consumer Affairs (BHC) 
is a government service 
which is under the jurisdic¬ 
tion of the Minister of Eco¬ 
nomic and Social Affairs. 
Among the responsibilities of 
the BHC Bureau is to offer 
advise, do research and give 
information on matters rele¬ 
vant to consumers. For those 
seeking advise or needing 
mediation, call BHC at Tel. 
582-9914. 

In view of the develop¬ 
ments surrounding the bread 
issue which caused quite a 
stir in the past weeks, it is im¬ 
portant to inform the public 
that you can address any re¬ 
lated issue, report any type of 
price abuse at the office in 
Wayaca 33. 

The law regarding pur¬ 
chases to a consumer does 
not apply to a person pur¬ 
chasing in name of his pro¬ 
fession or business. The law 
does not offer protection 
when a consumer sells an 
item to another consumer. 

In the consumer law, the 
consumer maintains his 
rights and the bussiness con¬ 
cern cannot negate in no form 
or fashion. One of the most 
important obligations of the 
bussiness owner is to offer an 
item for sale with all its 
rights, to the consumer and 
the sold item must comply 
with the agreement. 

The item sold must com¬ 
ply with the characteristics 
desired by the consumer and 


based on the agreement that it 
will function during normal 
use. If the consumer wishes 
to register a complaint re¬ 
garding the guarantee of the 
item bought, said complaint 
must be addressed to the mer¬ 
chant who sold the item. 
And, this complaint must be 
registered within a reasonable 
time after the purchase. In the 
vent the consumer tarries to 
register a complaint, for ex¬ 
ample, beyond 2 months after 
the purchase, the consumer 
may loose his rights. 

The most important right 
of the consumer is to, first 
and foremost, before making 
a purchase get all relevant in¬ 
formation and orientation 
which will make the purchase 
more efficient. This happens 
very seldom among con¬ 
sumers. 

The consumer’s obliga¬ 
tions are: pay for the product 
as agreed. Payment should be 
made at the moment and 
place where the product was 
delivered, unless other 
arrangements were agreed 
upon between consumer and 
seller. The laws regarding 
purchases to a consumer are 
detailed in book 7 of our civil 
code. 

In these modem times pur¬ 
chase frenzy our needs have 
become so much more di¬ 
verse, and there are a great 
deal more irregularities and 
abuses, commercial inequal¬ 
ity, and faltering on contracts 
which can and do cause seri¬ 
ous material and moral dam¬ 
age to consumers. 

The government is intent 
on offering more and better 
services to the local con¬ 
sumer at the Bureau of Rental 
and Consumer Affairs 
(BHC). They will also offer 
more information on matters 
of consumer rights through 
the local media.

Eurozone heads into crunch 
talks to tame debt crisis 



BRUSSELS (AFP) - After a 
summer of hell, the euro¬ 
zone's divided leaders hit the 
ground running this week in 
crunch talks to save Greece 
from default and tame Eu¬ 
rope's runaway debt crisis. 

Split over how to address 
a crisis exacerbated by global 
economic gloom, finance 
ministers from the 17 nations 
sharing the euro hold their 
first post-summer talks on 
Friday and Saturday in 
Poland, which currently holds 
the rotating EU presidency. 

The Wroclaw encounter 
will come a week after the 
euro slumped to a six-month 
low on worries over a Greek 
default and the sudden resig¬ 
nation of a top European 
Central Bank (ECB) figure. 

It will aim to get over ob¬ 
stacles holding up a second 
160-billion-euro ($220 bil¬ 
lion) bailout for Greece, 
agreed in principle at a July 
21 summit. 

But barely seven weeks 
on, pressure on the single cur¬ 
rency has hit historic highs 
amid rising fears a divided 
Europe could fail to stem 
debt contagion. 

Star economists such as 
Nouriel Roubini and even 
Germany's former chancellor 
Gerhard Schroeder have 
warned only full "political 
union," something approach¬ 
ing a "United States of Eu¬ 
rope", can keep the euro on 
its feet. 

And US Treasury Secre¬ 
tary Timothy Geithner said at 
a weekend meet of the G7 
powers in Marseille that Eu¬ 
ropean states needed to do 
more to prove they had the 


political will to deal 
with the financial crises 
roiling the continent. 

Next Wednesday, in¬ 
ternational auditors 
from the International 
Monetary Fund, the Eu¬ 
ropean Union and the 
ECB will return to 
Greece for a fresh look 
at Athens' socially 
tough cost-cutting to re¬ 
duce a 350-billion-euro 
debt mountain. 

Underwhelmed by the 
Greek measures, the experts 
last week cut short a visit to 
assess whether Athens had 
met conditions set by its res¬ 
cuers to receive a fresh eight- 
billion-euro tranche on a first 
2010 lifeline, worth 110 mil¬ 
lion euros. 

Meanwhile, exasperation 
with debt and deficit offender 
nations is growing in the likes 
of Germany, Finland and the 
Netherlands. 

Dutch Finance Minister 
Jan Kees de Jager last week 
raised the prospect of ex¬ 
pelling offenders from the 
euro. 

"If you can't stick to rules, 
you have to leave the game," 
he said. 

Moving to ease fears of an 
impending euro implosion, 
Dutch Prime Minister Mark 
Rutte later said "the ultimate 
sanction" was "about the long 
term, not about Greece. These 
are suggestions about coun¬ 
tries which in future cannot 
comply with requirements. 

"We cannot do it with 
Greece, because we have 
gone too far already," he said. 
But already, Finland wants 
cash collateral from Greece 
before lending any more 
money, and Slovakia — which 
sat out the first bailout — is 
threatening to delay ratifica¬ 
tion of the second rescue until 
year's end. 

Last week, the eurozone 
avoided a nightmare scenario 
when Germany's top court au¬ 
thorised new bailouts. 

But while Berlin can keep 
writing cheques for weaker

neighbours, the constitutional 
court said the government 
will first have to secure the 
approval of parliament's 
budget committee before 
shelling out any cash. 

This will add another layer 
to decision-making when the 
eurozone is already strug¬ 
gling to act fast enough to 
calm impatient markets, 
economists said. 

"A bigger say for the Ger¬ 
man parliament in future 
bailouts could easily find 
copycats in other eurozone 
countries," said ING Bank 
analyst Carsten Brzeski. 

In the latest blow to the 
eurozone struggle to speak 
with a single voice on the cri¬ 
sis, ECB chief economist 
Juergen Stark abruptly quit 
Friday, sending the euro and 
stocks tumbling. 

The ECB said Stark, 63, 
was resigning "for personal 
reasons." But ECB watchers 
underlined the hawkish board 
member was an outspoken 
critic of the bank's controver¬ 
sial buying of eurozone gov¬ 
ernment bonds on secondary 
markets to prevent borrowing 
rates rising to prohibitive lev¬ 
els. 

The programme had been 
on hold until last month, 
when investors fled Italian 
and Spanish bonds, threaten¬ 
ing to force a bailout of the 
eurozone's third- and fourth- 
largest economies. 

The ECB has since bought 
more than 50 billion euros in 
eurozone debt, leading to 
growing calls for govern¬ 
ments to issue jointly backed 
'eurobonds' in future — a de¬ 
mand roundly rejected by the 
currency area's main German 
paymaster.

$2.6 billion in more than two 
years, media reports said 
Sunday. 

The fraud was reportedly 
orchestrated by a single man, 
referred to as "Mr X" in Iran¬ 
ian media, who developed a 
network and used forged let¬ 
ters of credit to purchase as¬ 
sets, including one of Iran's 
largest steel production com¬ 
panies, Khuzestan Steel 
Company. 

"Mr X" ran his master 
plan from June 2009 to last 
August, pocketing around 28 
trillion rials (nearly $2.6 bn) 
and also unsuccessfully at¬ 
tempting to form a new 
bank," said central bank chief

LONDON (AFP) - Michael 
Jackson's family planned to 
spirit the singer out of the 
United States rather than see 
him jailed if he was convicted 
at his 2005 child abuse trial, 
his brother said in an interview 


published week-end. 

Jermaine Jackson told 
Britain's Times newspaper that 
a private jet financed by a 
friend was ready to fly the pop 
icon to Bahrain, which has no 
extradition treaty with the US. 

The star, who died in June 
2009 aged 50 after an over¬ 
dose of the powerful anaes¬ 
thetic propofol, was not told 
about the plan but his brother 
believes he may have sus¬ 
pected something and would 
have agreed to the scheme. 

"If they were going to sit 
and crucify my brother for 
something that he didn't do, 
America deserves us not to 
come back here," Jermaine 
Jackson, 56, told the paper. 

"At the end of the day, this 


is supposed to be the land of 
the brave, home of the free, 
democracy, freedom of 
speech." 

But the plan never had to 
be put into action as the star 
was found not guilty of all 
charges in June 2005 at the 
end of a trial lasting more than 
four months. 

He was accused of molest¬ 
ing 13-year-old Gavin Arvizo, 
giving alcohol to a minor and 
conspiring to kidnap him and 
his family.

VENICE (AFP) - Russian 
filmmaker Alexander Sokurov 
won the Golden Lion award at 
the Venice film festival on- 
week-end for "Faust," a vis¬ 
ceral take on Goethe's play 
which explores the theme of 
corrupting power. 

"There are films which 
make you dream, which make 
you cry, laugh and think, and 
there are films which change 
your life forever. This is one of 
those films," said jury head 
Darren Aronofsky, saying the 
decision had been unanimous. 

Beating 22 other films to 
the prize, the stomach-turning 
movie is the final instalment 
of Sokurov's cinematic tetral¬ 
ogy on the nature of power, 
following his acclaimed por¬ 
traits of Adolf Hitler, Vladimir 
Lenin and Emperor Hirohito. 

Sokurov is the second 
Russian director ever to win 
the Golden Lion, after it was 
awarded to Andrey Zvyagint¬ 


sev for "The Re¬ 
turn" in 2003. 

"Making au¬ 
teur cinema is 
very difficult 
these days," the 
St Petersburg- 
based director 
said, adding that 
he was "very 
happy to live in 
a Europe where 
we can under¬ 
stand each 
other." 

The Silver 
Lion director 

award went to China's Cai

Sea", this year's surprise addi¬ 
tion to the festival line-up, in 
which a man ceaselessly hunts 
down his brother’s killer.

LONDON (AFP) - England 
won the one day series with 
India here on Sunday after 
they tied the fourth one day 
international leaving the 
world champions still winless 
in all forms of cricket on their 
tour this summer. 

Ravi Bopara made 96 as 
England chased India's 280-5 
but when he was the eighth 
man out with England on 270 
and rain bought the teams off 
they were tied on the Duck¬ 
worth Lewis method. 

England hold an unassail¬ 
able 2-0 lead with just one 
game remaining. 

Bopara was attempting to 


reach his first one-day inter¬ 
national hundred with a big 
shot but was caught on the 
deep midwicket boundary. 

Ironically if he had just 
knocked the ball for a single 
England would have won on 
the DL method by a single 
run. 

India looked all over the 
winners when England were 
173-5 but Bopara's innings 
and good supporting roles 
from Graeme Swann, who 
made 31 and Tim Bresnan 
with 27, eased England up to 
their target. 

However the first time the 
teams went off for rain India 


were ahead on the DL 
method and eager to get off 
the pitch. 

They were less eager to 
get back on for another over 
and by the time that had been 
bowled England were ahead 
before they went off one 
more time with the teams tied 
on DL. 

Earlier Ian Bell had made 
54 but when he and Ben 
Stokes were out in quick suc¬ 
cession England needed a 
cool head and to steady the 
ship and Bopara provided it 
before going for one big shot 
too many. 

India's innings had been 
dominated by a fifth wicket 
stand of 169 between Suresh 
Raina and captain MS Dhoni. 

Raina hit 84 while Dhoni 
ended unbeaten on 78 in a 
partnership that was the high¬ 
est for the fifth wicket for 
India in one-day internation¬ 
als against England. 

Dhoni faced 71 balls, hit¬ 
ting six fours and three sixes, 
whilst Raina, who acceler¬ 
ated late in his innings faced 
75 balls and hit seven fours 
and two sixes. 

But it looked like it would 
be a different story when 
India were 110-4 in 26th 
over. 

Swann had just dismissed 
Virat Kholi and Rahul Dravid 
in his first over and one more 
wicket would have exposed 
the Indian tail. 

But Raina and Dhoni got 
their side to a score well 
above the average first in¬ 
nings one-day total here with 
aggressive batting which de¬ 
lighted the hordes of Indian 
supporters at the ground. 

They helped their side to 
add 109 off the last ten overs 
with both batsmen hitting the 
English bowlers high into 
stands as India finally en¬ 
joyed themselves after a dis¬ 
mal summer in England. 

In a bad session for Eng¬ 
land Stuart Broad went off 
without completing the final 
over holding his arm and 
Steve Finn was called on to 
bowl the rest of the over. 

Earlier, Broad had dis¬ 
missed both openers Parthiv 
Patel for 27 and Ajinkya Ra- 
hane for 38 but Finn, playing 
his first match of the series, 
went wicketless despite 
bowling well. 

He eventually snared 
Raina when he was asked to 
replace Broad when the bats¬ 
man was superbly caught by 
Stokes in the deep. 


BERLIN (AFP) -After defend¬ 
ing his WBC belt with a tenth- 
round technical knock-out of 
challenger Tomasz Adamek, 
heavyweight champion Vitali 
Klitschko has said he wants to 
now fight - and knock-out - 
Britain's David Haye. 

The 40-year-old out¬ 
classed Adamek, a former 
cruiserweight and light-heavy¬ 
weight world champion, on 
Saturday night in Wroclaw, 
Poland, and Klitschko is now 
eager to get Britain's Haye into 
the ring to settle a score. 

Haye lost his WBA heavy¬ 
weight belt to younger Kl¬ 
itschko brother Wladimir in 
Hamburg in July with a unan¬ 
imous decision, but after the 
Brit's constant trash-talking, 
Vitali Klitschko has said he 
wants to floor the Londoner. 

The Klitschko brothers 
were insulted when Haye ap¬ 
peared at a press conference in 
2009 wearing a t-shirt show¬ 
ing an image of him in the ring 
brandishing the severed heads 
of both Ukrainian heavy¬ 
weights. 

Haye has said he will delay 


plans to retire this October, if 
either Klitschko sibling will 
fight him and Vitali Klitschko 
says he wants the fight to go 
ahead. 

"Haye is the best boxer - in 
trash talking," said Klitschko 
after beating Adamek. 

"I am saying that I want to 
fight him. 

"Why? Because he has 
personally insulted me deeply. 

"I want to knock him out." 

Haye has told German 
daily Bild that he wants an¬ 
other chance at a world title. 

"If I am given a rematch 
against Wladimir - which I do 
not believe I will - or Vitali 
will fight me, I will postpone 
my retirement for six months," 
said Haye, who turns 31 next 
month. 

Klitschko had few prob¬ 
lems against Adamek and out¬ 
classed the 34-year-old, who 
fought on bravely before the 
referee put a stop to the fight. 

"Tomasz is the best boxer 
in the world, but not in the 
heavyweight division, it was a 
mistake for him to step up," 
said the WBC champ.

NEW YORK (AFP) - 
Samantha Stosur stunned 
three-time champion Serena 
Williams 6-2, 6-3 to win the 


US Open on Sunday, claim¬ 
ing the first Grand Slam title 
of her career in a stormy 
final. 


Stosur kept her composure 
as Williams erupted in anger 
at the chair umpire in the sec¬ 
ond set, dominating the 13- 
time Grand Slam champion 
who had reached the final 
without dropping a set. 

She became the first Aus¬ 
tralian woman to take the title 
in New York since Margaret 
Court in 1973, and the first to 
win a Grand Slam title since 
Evonne Goolagong won 
Wimbledon in 1980. 

Williams arrived in the 
final after dismantling world 
number one Caroline Wozni¬ 
acki in the semi-finals on Sat¬ 
urday night. 

But Stosur cooly claimed 
the opening set, breaking 
Williams to lead 2-1 and win¬ 
ning the last 12 points of the 
set as Williams' frustration 
grew. 

Williams, whose powerful 
serve is a cornerstone of her 
game, struggled to get her 


first serves in and Stosur re¬ 
peatedly made her pay. 

The Australian was still 
rolling in the opening game 
of the second set, giving her¬ 
self a double break point with 
a crushing return of serve. 

Williams saved one with 
an ace, and appeared to save 
another for deuce. 

But the American's shout 
of "c'mon" as soon as she un¬ 
leashed her forehand came 
before Stosur reached the 
ball, and umpire Eva As- 
daraki immediately penalised 
Williams for "intentional hin¬ 
drance" and the point and the 
game went to Stosur. 

"Aren't you the one who 
screwed me over last time?," 
Williams bellowed at As- 
daraki. "That is totally not 
cool." 

The scene recalled 
Williams' similar meltdown 
in her 2009 semi-final defeat 
to Kim Clijsters. 


In that match, she un¬ 
leashed a tirade of abuse at a 
lineswoman who called a 
foot-fault during the tense 
match and a penalty point 
sealed her fate in a 6-4, 7-5 
defeat. 

This time an angry 
Williams — backed by a sud¬ 
denly energized crowd on the 
22,000-seat Arthur Ashe Sta¬ 
dium — immediately stepped 
up her game, breaking Stosur 
for 1-1 and holding to edge 
ahead 2-1. 

Williams continued to be¬ 
rate Asdaraki on the 
changeover, but Stosur stayed 
calm and saved two break 
points in the fourth game to 
level the set at 2-2. 

She gained the edge with a 
break for 4-3, and broke 
again to seal the match with 
yet another blistering return 
off a Williams second serve 
on her third match point. 


Tennis: Nadal hopes for sixth time lucky against 
Djokovic

NEW YORK (AFP) - Rafael 
Nadal must overturn a five- 
match losing streak against 
Novak Djokovic this year if he 
is to successfully defend his 
US Open title and clinch an 
11th career Grand Slam title. 

Nadal confronts the tough¬ 
est challenge in men's tennis 
today when he tries to derail 


the red-hot Serb's campaign to 
add a first US Open to the 
Australian Open and Wimble¬ 
don titles he has already cap¬ 
tured in his landmark year. 

It's been a season which 
has seen Djokovic win 63 of 
his 65 matches, take Nadal's 
world number one spot, col¬ 
lect two of the three majors so 


far played and secure five of 
six Masters. 

Nadal has suffered most at 
the hands of Djokovic, losing 
in the finals of Indian Wells, 
Miami, Rome, Madrid and 
Wimbledon. 

But the Spaniard, who be¬ 
came the youngest man to 
complete a career Grand Slam 
when he won a first US Open 
crown 12 months ago, be¬ 
lieves his major battle will be 
convincing himself he can tri¬ 
umph on Monday. 

"I am not very happy about 
my mental performance 
against him this year because 
for moments I didn't believe 
really 100 percent in victory," 
said Nadal, who will be play¬ 
ing in his 14th Grand Slam 
final. 

"That's the big problem. 
Because when that's happen¬ 
ing, you have fewer chances 
than if you believe. If you be¬ 
lieve, you are running more 
and you are putting one more 
ball inside. So that's what I'm 
going try to change for Mon¬ 
day." 

Nadal reached the final 
with a bruising 6-4, 6-2, 3-6, 
6-2 win over British fourth 
seed Andy Murray while 
Djokovic made it to his sixth 
career Grand Slam final, with 
a 6-7 (7/9), 4-6, 6-3, 6-2, 7-5 
win over five-time champion 
Roger Federer. 

In a repeat of his semi-final 
heroics of 2010, the Serb once 


again saved two match points 
to beat Federer. 

Nadal said he is ready to 
slug it out with Djokovic who 
could be forgiven for thinking 
the tennis gods are on his side 
this year when he unleashed 
an outrageous forehand return 
to save the first of those 
points. 

But he will need to unleash 
a relentless barrage. 

"I have to do it not one 
time. I have to do it 1000 
times during the match. That's 
what I really have to do, and 
that's what I'm going to try," 
he said. 

Despite his procession of 
defeats against Djokovic in 
2011, Nadal still holds the 
upper hand with a 16-12 win¬ 
ning record. 

The Serb is riding a wave 
of confidence into the final 
which will be the fourth suc¬ 
cessive year the men's title 
match has been pushed back 
to Monday because of heavy 
rain washing away large parts 


of the schedule. 

"This is the best year of my 
career, by far. The confidence 
level that is very high at this 
moment for me helps me to 
get into these big matches and 
go for the shots that I maybe 
in some situations wouldn't," 
said Djokovic. 

Despite his great escape 
against Federer, the top seed 
believes there is little he needs 
to tweak ahead of today's ea¬ 
gerly-awaited showdown, a 
repeat of the 2010 final and 
this year's Wimbledon final. 

"Just try to play my game," 
is the Serb's philosophy. "I 
know that I have a game that 
is good enough to win against 
him. I proved that this year on 
three different surfaces. 

"I need to go out on the 
court believing I can win. But 
we're talking about a player 
who has won 10 majors al¬ 
ready in his career and he's 
only 25. It's going to be a 
tough match."

NEW YORK - In honor of 
the 10th anniversary of the 
September 11th attacks on 
the World Trade Center, the 
NFL prepared a special trib¬ 
ute, asking fans to pay trib¬ 
ute to those who died and 
their family and friends, as 
well as those involved in 
rescue efforts. 

The ceremonies coin¬ 
cided with the regular-sea¬ 
son return of the NFL 


following a summer of 
labor strife that threatened 
to stop play for the first 
time since 1987. The league 
planned to auction game- 
used items and donate $1 
million to three memorials 
and two charities related to 
the attacks. The balls used 
for the kickoff of each half 
were inscribed with special 
9-11 logos. 

Before the opening kick¬ 


offs, Bush appeared in a 90- 
second opening sequence of 
"Fox NFL Sunday" titled, 
"The Journey." 

"What is a hero?" Bush 
asked. "In the midst of great 
danger... nobody asks to be 
a hero.... We started to heal 
with the help of our na¬ 
tional pastimes, with the 
flip of the coin and the roar 
of the crowd." 
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
